Into one short month (the present 


month of May), says the Providence 
Journal, are crowded more important 
events than those that sometimes illus- 
trate the records of several successive 
months. The conjunction of the three 
largest planets of the system with the 
nn, the conjunction of six planets with 
ouch other, thu sunuiior^coiij unction of 
Mercury, the total eclipse of the sun 
(invisible here), and the occultation of 
Jupiter, form a brilliant success of phe 
nomena as imposing to the mental eye 
as they ar beautiful to the physical eye. 
The grand feature of the month is, how- 
ever, the number of planett in line with 
the sun at nearly the same time, and the 
marvelouse preponderance of planetary 
attraction pulling upon the suu in one 
direction. Mercury is first to drop in 
line, Saturn and Neptune follow next, 
and gigantic Jupiter is tho last to join 
the ranks. 
The suu is now passing 


through the maximum of sun spots. 
Whether the planets have anything to 
do with the commotion agiting his sur- 
face is something which no astronomer 
has yet been able to determine. The 
problem remains to be solved in the 
astronomy of the future. 


Tuscararn Mines. 


The Elko Independent learns that the 


outlook at the various leading mines is 
more satisfactory than could reasonably 
have been anticipated, recent unexpect- 
ed developments giving positive assur- 
anco of lively times this season, at least. 
The new discovery in the Central has 
been prospected westward 100 feet aud 
to the east 150 feet, disclosing at a 
depth of 13 feet a 7-foot ledge, an aver- 
age of the ore across its t-ntire face giv- 
ing an assay of $190 to the ton. Samples 
of the high grade ore from the lead, 
showij us, would assay nearer $1,000. 


The Defiees mine, which for a long 


time has lain idle, has been worked to a 
limited extent lately, resulting in the 
discovery of a body of very good ore, 
40 tons of which have been extracted 
and is soon to be reduced nt the mill. 
In the Argenta explorations are reported 
as being very satisfactory, and in the 
Navajo the ore developments are said to 
exceed anything heretofore uncovered 
in that mine. The Belle Isle and its 
North extension have been making fair 
bbipmeiits of bullion again lately, aud u 
number of other mines of less promi- 
nence, upon which prospecting is going 
forward, will probably be beard from 
favorably in due time.
